It is wonderful 
to think that in the yet sturdy old ruler 
of Germany a monarch is stOl reigning 
who became an officer of the Prussian 
army eighty years i^o; who took part 
in, and still well remembers, the battle 
of Waterloo (1815), and who has seen 
all the great events oi this eventful 
nineteenth century, now so near its 
close, pass in dramatic succession h*e- 
fore his eyes. 
The Emperor Williato 
has al-waya shown a high, haughty, 
despotic nature. 
He is perhaps the 
only remaining sovereign in Europe- 
except his grand-nephew, the Russian 
Czar—who devoutly believes that he 
has a divine right to rule, and who 
clings to the old despotic idea of 
kingship 
which 
prevailed 
in 
the 
middle 
ages. 
Yet 
he 
has 
never 
been 
a 
capricious 
tyrant. 
He has 
shown an ardent love of his people and 
his country; has been ambitious to 
m a k e Germany great, strong, and pros- 
perous ; and has sincerely tried to be a 
kindly 
as well as strict ruler over hi« 
subjects. 
L i k e almost all of his stal- 
wart race, William 
has always had a 
fondness 
for 
military 
affairs. 
The.' 
greater part of his life, indeed, was 
spent in active service in the Prussian 
array. 
He had a taste of war very 
early in life, in the Napoleonic cam» 
paigns; and has always been reganled 
since as one of the best trained soldierH 
in Europe. 
At the age of ninety, the 
wonderful physical powers which have 
8uflei °d the wear and tear of an un- 
usually 
busy 
and laborious life seem 
almost 
undiminished. 
The veteran 
Emperor is still seen daily by his peo- 
ple, standing erect and soldierly at thfc 
window of his palace; and we often 
hear of his appearing, mounted on his 
white horse, at the great military re- 
views which are frequently held in the 
neighborhood of his capital. 
IMure 
than one attempt has been made b j 
wild fanatics on the Emperor's life. 
Y e t there is no doubt that his 
intelli- 
gent and thoughtful 
subjects 
regard 
him, not only with the c'eex^est 
rever- 
once, but with the fondest aiTection. 


BANDITS^OUTED. 


The United States and Mexican Anthori- 


ties Join in a Raid Against 


Thieves and Smugglers. 


ST. LOUIS, MO., May 31.—A special 
from Brownsville, Texas, says: At Dawn 
yesterday morning, in the midst of a 
driving rain, the Balsa cnt off above 
Santa Maria, Mexican Territory, on this 
side of the river and refage of about 
thirty desperate thieves and smugglers 
was raided by forces from both sides of 
the river. 
Sheriff Breto, of this county, 
and Deputy Olausner, of Hidalgo, with 
abont fifty ranchers and deputies, en- 
tered and drove out the bandits, who 
met with a warm reception on the other 
side from a detachment of the Third 
cavalry nnder Col. Nieves Hernandez. 
A sharp fight ensued, in which Colonel 
Hernandez was wounded in the hand, 
one of 
his men killed and another 
wounded. 
One bandit was killed, sev- 
eral wounded and a number captured, 
sereral of whom were well known mur- 
derers and were executed on the spot. 
A large amount or stolen stock was 
found, most of which was returned to 
the owners. 
Breto 
brought in and 
jailed two men. On account of the dense 
brush quite a number of the noted 
criminals made good their escape. 
The 
blow is, however, a severe one to the 
disorderly and criminal element which 
had gathered in these cut-offs, as they 
believed themselves safe from pursuit. 
They were ripe for any revolutionary 
plot and maintained themselves by rob- 
bery and plunder.

Will Submit Important 
Propositions 
To the 3Hners' Assembly 
Knights of Labor. 


PITTSBUBO, PA., May 31.—William A. 
Bailey, of the general executive board of 
the Knights of Labor, and a number of 
delegates for the eastern part of Penn- 
sylvania, left this morning for Cincin- 
nati to attend the annual convention of 
tne Miners' National Assembly No. 135, 
of the Knights of Labor. 
It has 600,000 
members. 
Bailey will submit several 
recommendations, viz: Increasing the 
divisions from eleven to about twenty, 
the better to cover the present and als o 
additional territory, especially in the 
south and southwest; also that the pass- 
age of the law making it compulsory 
where matters are submitted to arbitra- 
tion, that the membership be forfeited 
if they refuse to abide by the decision of 
the board they themselves have elected; 
also, establishing a beneficiary fund to 
support the families of dead members. 
The convention will be in session about 
a week and is a very important one. Mr. 
Bailey, who is the master workman, will 
probably be succeeded by Robert Lyn, 
of Kansas, or R. W. Price, of Ricmond, 
Mo.

PmiiADHiiPHiA, May 31.—A secret cir- 
cular of the Knights of Labor, accom- 
panied by printed copies of the revised 
constitution of the order, and laws gov- 
erning 
national 
trade 
assemblies, 


was sent ont to all the local assemblies 
throughout the world. 


The most important changes recom- 
mended are those debarring rum sellers 
from membership in .the order, abolish- 
ing the 10-minute discussion on labor 
questions at assembly meetings and sub- 
stituting for it a role requiring the con- 
vening 
of a 
monthly meeting 
for 
the sole 
discussion 
of 
educational 
topics; establishing the 
rule requir- 
ing every local assembly to obtain per- 
mission of the district assembly 
before 
it can go on a strike, 
and, 
lastly, 
re- 
stricting the freedom with which mem- 
bers have heretofore been allowed to at- 
tack higher officers or members of the 
general executive board. 


The formation of the national trade 
districts will be permitted as heretofore, 
but those local assemblies exclusively 
composed of one trade but attached to a 
mixed nature must first obtain permis- 
sion of the district assembly, then they 
must forward the application to the gen- 
eral secretary who will lay the matter 
before all local assemblies of the craft in 
the country. 


It is thought that this is intended to 
enhance 
the 
power 
of the general 
executive board over district assembUes 
and, as a consequence, considerable dis- 
satisfaction has already been expressed.

A ControTersy Settled. 


The title to that portion of the old 
Wabash and Erie canal bed lying be- 
tween Wabash and LaGro, which has 
long been in controversy, has just been 
settled by the supreme court, which 
holds that the title is vested in the Wa- 
bash Hydraulic company, not by ease- 
ment, but by the establishment of the 
legality of the transfer of the interest iii 
fee simple. 
The Hydraulic company, 
which is composed of Wabash, Peru and 
Logansport parties, will at once pro- 
ceed to collect rentals from manufac- 
turers who have been using the canal 
claiming it to be public property. 


Fire at Akron.

PARIS, May 31.—The refusal of Ad- 
miral Jaurès to accept the office of min- 
ister of marine is attributed to a conver- 
sation he had with M. DeFreycinet, who 
told him a cabinet 
headed 
by 
M. 
Rouvier must soon fall and that when it 
did he (DeFreycinet) would form the 
ministry himself which should include 
Admiral Jaurès. 
M, Barber, the new 
minister of marine, is a senator and for- 
merly in the navy. 
His appointment is 
only provisional. 


BRUSSELS, May 31.—The miners in the 
liiege districts have resumed work. 
In 
the Borinage and Center districts and at 
Charleroi very few strikers have returned 
to work. 


LONDON, May 31.—During service in 
the Cathedral at Pressbnrg, Hungary, 
on Sunday, an alarm of fire was raised. 
A panic ensued and many of the congre- 
gation were injured in the crush which 
resulted from the frantic endeavors of 
the people to reach the doors. 


PARIS, May 31.—M. Ronvier's 
state- 
ment 
to the chamber of deputies of his 
policy will be brief. 
H e will urge iinan- 
cial reform and retrenchment. 
T h e new 
budget will be prepared in accord 
with 
the recent vote of the chamber. 
H e will 
maintain the Goblet cabinet's military 
bills. 
He will also advance the deter- 
mination of the ministry to resign unless 
they obtain a majority of the republican 
votes in the chamber. 


General Boulanger, 
upon 
retiring 
from the ministry of war, issued an or- 
der of the day thanking those who co- 
operated with him to place the country's 
defences in a condition to stand any 
test, and urging the officers of the 
army 
to 
show 
devotion 
to 
their 
professional 
duties 
and 
fidelity

In conclu- 
sion he says: 


"1 shall be the first among you to 
give an example of both miUtary and 
republican discipline." 


The moderate republican papers cor- 
dially welcome the new ministry, the 
monarchist press receives it rather fa- 
vorably, but the radical aifd independ- 
ent papars are decidedly hostile. 


Fresh complications have developed 
in the F r e n c h political situation. 
It 
seems that General Sanssier was dropped 
from the Rouvier 
ministry owing to his 
annonnoed intention of withdrawing the 
military 
bill, 
to 
which his 
collegnes 
would not agree. T h e cabinet is still in- 
complete. 
Hedredia has declined the 
portfolio of public works, and this de- 
partment will 1)6 consolidated with the 
department of commerce. 
The defeat of 
the now government on the first test vote 
in the chamber is universarlly antici- 
pated, and it is rumored that President 
Grevy, to avoid this, will prorogue the 
chamber June 15.
